A cor-
respondent of the dcrentific American says :

“ ‘1 bave been informéd by a Europear acqaain-
tance that tie maelsirom has no existence. A nau-
tca: aud scientfic commission went vut ana sailed
ail around and all over where the maeistrom was
said to be, but could not find it; the sea was as
suiooth wheie tue whitlpool ought to beas any other
¢l 0f the German vcean.’

*“ \We presume the above is corree:. The la- st
geographers an! gazetters barely allude to the ma: |-
strom. Coiton, in his large atlas, gives the site up-
on his map, but does not allude to it in his descrip-
ton of Norway. Harper's Gazetteer, in its article
on Norway, says that, * among the numerous islands
on the west coast there are violent and irregular cur-
rents, which render the coast navigalion dangerous.
Among these is the celebrated Mal- Strom, or Mes-
kenaes-Stirom, the danger from which has been great-
ly exaggerated since it can, at nearly all times, be
passed over even by boats.’ The romance of the

maelstrom has been pretty effectaally destroyed.”
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The Cotton Trade of the World,

Some time since a gentleman named Dennison re:d
a paper on Lhe cotton trade before the British Associa-
tion for the advaneement of science. The Hon. J.
F. H. Claiborne, of Mississippi, wrote to Mr. Dallas,
our Minister to England, and asked him, if possible,
to obtain a copy for publication. The request was
promptly complied with, and the document is given
at lenzth in & recent nmumber of the New Orleans
Delta. The writer endeavors to substantiate these
propositions :

“I. That in the present staie of the commercial
relations of the two countries the cotton planters of
the United States are interested to the extent of about
two-thirds of their exportable produce in the main-
tenance of the cotton manufacture of the United King-
dom ; and—

II. That, reciprocally, the cotton munufactures of
the United Kingdom, and through them the entire
population of the Kingd.m, are interested to the ex-
tent of about four fifths of the raw material of that
manufacture in the existing arrangements for main-
taining the cotion cultuie of the United States

These conclusions are based upon the following :

1. That cotton must be grown almost entirely out
of Europe and manufactured chiefly in Europe, and
in Europe chiefly in Great Britain.

2. That cotton has hitherto been grown, and, as
far as yet appears, must continue to be, chiefly by
slave labor.

3. That for the last fifiy years Great Britain, seek-
ing her supply of cotton all over \he earth, with a
preference during a great part of that period for the
produce of free labor, has yet received during the
whole of that period, and continues to receive, all
the cotton she imports of the bhetter qualities, and by
far the greater part of all she imports, in bulk as well
as in value, from countries in which it 18 grown by
glave labor.

4. That cotton is grown in the Unite] States exclu-
sively by slave lahor.

5. That two thirds at least of the slave population
of the United States is employed in raising cotton for
exportation

6. That of the cotton thus raised fer exportation
about two-thirds in quantity, and more than two-
thirds in value, is raised expressly for the British
market, and is regularly imported into and manufac-
tured in the United Kingdom.

7. That of the eutire quantity of cotton imported
into and manufactured in the United Kingdom, near-
ly four-fifihs in quantity and muoch more than four-
fifths in value is, on an average of years, obtained
from the United States.”

Various facts and figures are given to sustain the
foregoing, and it is stated that in 1787 there were
imported into Great Brntain 22.600,000 pounds of
cotton, obtained from the following sources:

British West Indies, 6.60C,000
French and Spanish Colonies, 6,000,000
Dutch Colonies, 1,700,000
Portugese Colonies, 2,506,000
East India, procured from Ostend, 100,000
Smyrna or l'urkey, 5,700,000

None from the United States,

In the three years of 1824, 1825, anl 1826 Greal
Britain imported an average of 189,595,000 pounds,
and this quantilty was obtained frem the following
sources, the imports of the three years being reduced
to a similar average of each country :

United States of Ameiica, 121,318,000

Brazil, 21,600,000
East Indies, 17,184,000
Turkey and Egypt, 12,229,000
West Indies, 6,408.000
All other countries, 10,000,000

In the three years of 1853, 1851, and 1855 1ke to-
tal quantity imported into Great Britain reached an
average of 891,454,000 pounds, obtained from the
following sources :

Thus, in 1787, the British imported uno cotton
whatever from the United States, while in 1824,
1825, and 1826 they imported 64 per cent of all
they used from thia country, and in 1853, 1854, and
1855 they imported 77 per ceut. It is therefore in-
ferred that the United States possess advantages in
the culture and exportation of this article, which
place them in this respect far ahead of all competi-
tors. In relation to the manufacture of cotion Great
Britain occupies the foreground. Mr. D. argues the
case thus;

The only country in Eu- pe which can in any
sense, be said to compete w: i our own in the supply
of the exira European deman. for cotlon goods 1s
France. And when the character and extent of this |
branch of the French exporttrade is described it will
be seen that ¢ur most formilable rival s not to be
dreaded, though she undoubtedly offers us something |
to learn, .

“The year 1853 was a faverable one for the French. |

The French official accounts for that year show that |
the quantity of raw cotton imported and retained for
home consumption was 7,092,000 killogrammes, or |
about 165,000,000 pounds, valued at 125,000,000
franes. The average quantity imported in the five
years, 184852, had been aubout 132 millions of
pounds. Theie was also cotron yain imported for
French consumpticn, in 1853, to the value of 1,400,- |
000 francs, which was not far from double the quan- :
lity imporied on an average of the five years, 1848- |
'02. Here, however, we ob=erve a rate of progres-
sion scarcely greater than might safcly be reierred to
the increasing wants of the home customers ; while |
the increasing importation of yarn,seems to inlicate
a failure of compelitive power in the fiist process of |
the manulacture.
Nor does an examination of the export trade lead |
10 a different eonelusion. In 1853 ihe cotion manu-
factures of French pruduction exported from France |
were valued at 71,900,000 francs, (£2876,000.)— |
1his showed a slight, but only a slhight mcrease, as
compared with the avernze ol 1845-°52. 'lhe ecot-
un yarn exported was valueq alL 866,000 francs,
(£34,640.) But before thiese figures are passed, as
matking the extent of the export trade, there ure one
or iwo allowances to be made. The raw colion was
burdened with an import daty, and a bounty was al-
loved on the exportation ol manulactaicd goods.—
{be precise effect of the couuierpoise can ouly be
esiimated somew hat regalary.

I he French taiiff in 1853 imposed five different
rales ot duty on raw coiten imported 1n French ves-
sels, according to where it caie from; and three
other rates ot duty, similarly distinguished, on @:-
ton imported in foreign vessels. The duty most ex-
lensively operative—ithal on American colton enter-
ing in Freuch botioms —was 20 frunes per 100 kilo-
grammes, or aboul sixieen shil ings per 230 pounds,
And as the whole quantity imported ($75,091,000
kilogramme-) yielued 10 the 1evenue 17,276,000
fraucs, giving an average of 22,23 francs per 100
kilogrammes, it is probabie that oy lar the greater
patt of what was imported actually paid this 1aie of
duty.

'lsbe bounty on exportation was 25 francs per 100
kilogrammes of manufactures or yarn. It was al-
lowed in 1852 on 6,117,864 kilogrummes of manu-
tacture and on 198,604 kilogramwes of yarn. Tius,
with a moderate allowance for waste of the raw ma-
ierialy though call bounty, could in effect have been
little, if atall, more than a drawback of the import
duty.

It would seem that the French exports in this kind
are not more than a tentk in value of our own. And
where were they sent, and why? The largest cus-
tomer for these French manufaciurers (taking two
parte in seven of the whole value) was Algeria ; but
Algerian consumplion may be deemed practieally
French consumption. The two customers next on
the het, when arranged in order of magnitude, are
the United Siates and and tbe United Kingdom.—
These 100k between them two other sevensh parts of
the whole. And the goods sold in the English and
American saarkets are well known to owe their

culiar value rather to the designer and the dyer than
to the spinner and weaver. Their consumption does
not admit of any very rapid or wide increase.—
French taste and French chemistry bave deservedly
won for the French textile fabrics, whenever they
are applicable, a superiority as well known_as it is
incontestible. But this has litile effect in delermin-
ing the locality of the cotton manufacture of the
whole. With a few trifling exceptions, of which cot-
ton lace imyorted from Belgium ig the only one
worthy of notice, no cotton foreign manufactures
were in 1853 admitted to French consumption.

Whence the infirence, not withont consequence,
that of all the nations of Europe our own 18, apart
from all artificial restrictions, the best fitted for so
carrying on the manufacturing of cotton asto supply
the “world-wide use it has now attained ; and that
the freer the trade the more sure it is to fall into our
bands, and the betier, the cheaper, and the more
abundant will be the supply to all.” )

Tux Poruration o¥ Frasce.—Woe will examine the gene-
ral results of the census returns of the population, operated
in 1856, and will endeavor to extract ;ome useful infermation
from the details which are afforded by the official table.—
The returns show that France possessed in 1856, 36,039,364 in-
habitants, while in 1852, the number was 35,781,628. They
consgquently represent an increase of 257,736 inhabitants
during the last five years. The increase is inconsiderable, but
it must be remarked that it has been obstructed by three
causes—by the war, which, accordiog to tho report of Mar-
shal Villant, deprived us of 70,000 men ; by the new invasion
of cholern, which decimate a portion of the population ; final-

i Iy, by the continued dearness of provisions, which has like-

wise exercised its unfavorable influence. We do not allude
to the deficit produced by cmigration. It must be moreover re-
merked that the collection of census returns encvunters severe
difficulties in congequence of the multiplicity of the means of
locomotion. The extension of the railread system and the
grand public works in course of construction produce a perpet-
ual movement of workmen and of the population, and it is
consequently, difficult to ascertain the real number of inhabi-
tants in each locality. A portion of the floating Yr_:pulatmn
escapes from the returns and produces omission which bave
affected the results of the lists of 1555. In othe: times the

of force and power. On the contary, certain economists in our
days have regarded this increase us o eause of weakness and
Between these opposite views where lies the truth?
The practical truth is this, the inerease of population is only
a source of strength and power as long as agricultural and
industrial produce increase im a still high proportion. Now
this eflect manifests iteelf in our civilized society in a man-
ner almost natural, and independent of »ll theory.

The olements whisrh eontribute to to the increase of popu-
lation in France arenot produced Ly the augmentation of
births. On the contrary, the statistizal returne prove that in
France, as in other civilized countries, the number of births
relative to the population tends to dimineh. 1t is the dimu-
nition of mortality, which was one in every 25 inhabitants in
1772, was only one in every 44 in the year 1844, It therefore
ensues that mortality has diminished to the extent of three-
quarters in the space of 72 years, Certainly an increasc of
population obtained on such conditions is an increase of
wealth and force. It annmounces to the individual a hap-
pier destiny, since he bas prolonged his existence, thanks to
the material and intellectual progress introduced by civiliza-
tion. In a state point of ¥iew this result iz no Jeg: satisfac-
tory, singe a greater number of men attain the plenitude of
physical and moral deviopment, and society becomes compos-

ed of & more virile, powerful and intelligent population.
